A 
named Augustine Fegan, son of ‘the 
tenant of the house, then handed him a large 
bottle, and pointed out that the curtams in 
the hall had been burned. There was a 


strong odour of paraffin oil in the hall, and 


there were lying about three or four used 
matches. 

Augustine Fegan said that when he was in 
bed the night before, a little before mid- 
night, he heard footsteps in the hall and a 
sound like water being spilled. He went 


down and saw the defendant Curtis with the 


bottle (produced) in his hand. . Hé hoticed a 
strong smell of paraffin oil. -. Curtis. then 
threw sonie lighted matches on the floor and 
ulled down the curtains and, having rubbed 
hem in the oil on the floor, set them alight. 
The witness took the burning: curtains into 
the yard and Curtis bolted him out.

GIRL IN A CAR. 


CHARGES OF BEING DRUNK AND 
RESISTING ARREST. 


When Betty O’Brien, aged 21, described as

Continuing, the Guard said that ‘Donegan 
got into the car and ‘sliut off the engine. ‘The 
witness then told the defendant that he would 
arrest her, “She said that shé would ‘not walk 
to the police station with a'Guafd.or any- 
body ' else, and she’ added that she would | 
drive the cat anywhere she liked. Tlie wit- 
ness then proceeded to move the girl into 
Dame street, but she resisted so violently 
that he was obliged to get the assistance of 
another Guard. “She continued the resistance 
all the way to Pearse Street Station, where, 
when So iu and~ cautioned, she said that 
she never had a licence to drive a car, but 
she had driven cars with her father’s licence. 

Inspector Hurley said that that was all the 
evidence he proposed to-give at the moment, 
and asked for a remand.

last. On a second count bái was charged with 
wounding his wife with ‘intent to do her 
grievous ee and on a third count 
with wounding her. 

Mr. T. Finlay (instructed the Chief 
State Solicitor) prosecuted, while Mr. Fallon 
(instructed by Mr. O ers solicitor) 
defended. 

we resenting the case for the prosecution, 

ag ee said that the a man lived 
bá ‘Horse Island, just off the mainland of 
County Cork. On the 25th September last 
he was married, somewhat reluctantly, to his 
wife, and a fortni ight afterwards she gave 
birth” to: a baby. e went to her bedroom 
and dealt her a á blow on the top of the head 
with the blunt side of a hatchet. The woman 
epparently~ fell over on her face, and then, 
with the edge of the hatchet, McCarthy dealt 
her another blow across the back of the neck 
in an attempt, -courisel suggested, to de- 
capitate her. 

As the result: of the blows the bones at the 
top of. the head were crushed down on the 
brain, ahd the bones at the back of the head 
were also injured. Eventually, through ski- 
ful medical aid, the woman recovered. ' 

A sister-in-law of the accused man was in 
the house on the day of the occurrence, and 
on returning after an absence of five minutes 
found McCarthy wrestling with his: aged 
mother on the top of the stairs outside the 
room of his wife. 

STRUGGLE FOR HATCHET, 

Giving evidence,~ Mary McCarthy, the 
woman referred to by counsel as McCarthy's 


sister-in-law, said that as she left the yard. 


to go back: into the house she heard the 
accused man’s mother screaming. The old 
woman was trying vo get a hatchet out of her 
son 's hand. 

Cross-examined, the witness said that when 
the baby was born McCarthy shook hands 
with his wife and said kind words to her. 

FITS OF DEPRESSION, 

Hester McCarthy, aged 26 years, wife of 
the’ accused man, said that she was married 
on, the 26th September, 1929. Her husband 
knew before the marriage that she was going 
to give birth to a child, When the baby 
was born her husband came into the room, 
spoke to her about the baby, and shook hands 
with her. He spoke sensibly. for about half 
an hour. He had not been in good health 
fo: some time. After some time she knew 
by his answers that he was getting one of 
his fits of rambling and depression to which 
he had béen subject for the previous couple 
eo} months. She was upset about it and went 
to sleep. 

Soon afterwards she heard her husband say 
that the bottle of whiskey that bad been in 
the house in the morning was empty. He 
was then sitting in a chair. ter she 
thought that she saw her husband with a 
hatchet or a hammer in his hand. Hé said : 
“Why did you do it?” He was standing 
beid the bed. The next thing she remem- 
bered was Cornelius Cleary coming into the 
room, She was afterwards brought to Skib- 
bereen to hospital, and had only Seit hospital 
to come to court. 

Cross-examined by Mr. | Fallon—Her 
husband asked her how was her head, and 
seemed glad when she told him it, was better. 
He appeared to be suffering from depression. 
Six years ago he bought a farm, and about 
three years ago everyone knew that they 
were going to be married. In April of last 

ear she told him that she was about to 
Loonies a mother. He did not deny responsi- 
bility, .but spoke of the shame which it 
would bring. Her own people had concluded 
that they would. not give the amonnt which 
had been promised as a fortune. Her husband 
spoke about it, and said that it would go 
very hard with him if he could not put up 
the money: He spoke about the shame which 
it would bring on him. 

Mr. Justice Suifea—aiils: case. is becoming 
exceedingly grave. 

WANTED HUSBAND BACK. 

In further reply to Mr. “Fallon, Mrs. 
McCarthy said that her husband on occasions 

had ““gone ‘off-his food,” and. took nothing 
except whiskey: ~ On one occasion, before 
they wero married, he seemed to think that 
somebody was going to take her away, and 
| that somebody was going to do something to 
him. 

She wished that her husband should be 
given back to her. If anything happened to 
him it would. ruin them. 

To Mr. Finlay—Her people had-given only 
portion of the fortune which had been pro- 
mised 

To the Justice—Her. husband had a farm 
and nine cows. 

To, a: Juror—At the time of the occurrence 
she did not know if her husband was. sober. 
Lhey would not know whether he was sober 
or not. when he had taken drink. Her hus- 
band had always been kind. to her. 


LOCKED IN BARN. 

Cornelius Cleary, Cappaglass, a nephew" of 
the accused man, stated that. when he went 
to McCarthy's house he saw ‘blood on .Mrs. 
‘McCarthy's face. Outside in a field. near 
the sea shore hé saw McCarthy’ and his 
mother. McCarthy was stooping, and froth 
teir, from his mouth.. He was ‘* deranged 
ma 

The witness held McCarthy, and took him 
back to the house, and locked. him into a 
McCarthy's clothes were wet; and his 
mother went into the barn and took them off. 
The witness stopped with the accused ‘man 
until Florence McCarthy came to the loft. 

"In cross-examination, the witness said that 
the condition of McCarthy’s mouth might 
have been caused by sea water. He often 
had fits of depression. 

Mr. Finlay—Was he all right on the day 
of his marriage?—He seemed to be all right. 
He rose from his bed to get married at two 
o'clock, but he was in,a bad state just before 
his marriage. 

INTER-MARRIAGE AND LUNACY. 

Dr. Michael Burke, Medical Officer, Foyle- 
muck, said that he had examined the woman 
and found a jagzed wound on the top of the 
head and a wound on the back of the neck. 
The hatchet (produced) could cause the in- 
juries which he found. 

Cross-examined, the witness said that the 
accused man was a neurotic type and very 
nervous. A week before McCarthy was 
married, he saw him and found him to. be 
still suffering from some strain or distress. 
On account: of inter-marriages in and around 
that part of the country there was a great 
deal of lunacy. 

Sergeant James Keane, Civic Guards, said 
that .after the occurrence he found the 
accused man lying on a couch in the kitchen. 
When arrested and charged McCarthy said: 
“I have nothing to say. IT had not my 
senses when I did. it.” McCarthy then 
appeared to be quite calm and normal. The 
witness found the hatchet in the fowl! house. 

‘Cross-examinad, the witness said that the 
accused man had been charged in the Dis- 
trict Court with attempted suicide, but the 
charge had been withdrawn. 

This closed the case for the prosecution. 


HALLUCINATIONS. 

Florence MeCarthy, a. brother of the 
accused man, was called by the defence and 
said that when he saw bim — the. week 
before the week of the occurrence his brother 
was excited and distant in manner. On the 
4th October the witness had to mind him, 
as he was very excited. He refused to drink 
water givén by his mother, as he said it was 
Poisonous. 

About five years ago the accused map 
became very excited and witness had t« 
remain in charge of him for six -weeks.

GROWTH OF THE FIRM.

EVIDENCE FOR THE DEFENCE. 
“(BEFORE MR. ousTins wevans AND A 
The hearing ot the actions brought against 

John B. Farrell, omnibus proprietor, of: 18 

St: James’s terrace, off South Circular road, 

Doblin, for damages arising out of the burn- 

ing of an omnibus was resumed. 

The:actions are being tried ns ge the 
qvestion of liability to be decided in the 
first, which is brought by Kathleen Purcell, 
of Cromwell's Fort road, Crumlin. Her 
claim is for damages for persenal injuries 
suffered by her while she was a passenger 
ia the omnibus. She stated that on 4he 20th 
ef last August she was travelling from 
Crumlin vo D'Olier street, Dublin, and that 
in the course of the journey the. omnibus 
burst tuto flames, and was completely 
destroyed oy fire. She was unable to get 
out in proper time owing to the fact that 
the emergency door was improperly kept, 
and she was trapped in the omnibus and 
severely burnea. [he defendant's servant, 
she alleged, caused the fire to be accelerated 
by throwing ar inflammable liquid on. it 
instead of water. 

The defendant denied negligence, and 
oleaded : contributory negligence and inevit- 
able accident

TWO DEATHS. 

Mr. Martin Mocuire enened the ease fer th- 
d-fondant with a vote of symnathv for these 
who had suffered as a consenvence of tho fire 
ir this "hus, which, he said. resulted in a 
series of terrible traveties. Two women hed 
died as the reslIt cf burns and others had 
been disficured. There was no dorbt thet 
everybody must have the ecreatest symnethv 
with those unfortunate neople who hevp-ned, 
from some unforseen accident, to he enveloned 
in the flames in the 'bus on the occaston: hnt 
he thorght that there must he a cood deal of 
sympathy extended to Mr. Farrell, the owner 
of the “bus, who, too, had suffered and felt, 
perbans, more keenly than anybody else the 
tragedy tat resulted in the Joss of these lives 
and the injuries to the unfortunate people 
who had. been burned. - 

They had in this tragedy, which happened 
“like a flash,” continved Mr. Maguire, a fire 
starting at the side of the “51s which nohody 
knew anything about, and which nohody 
could have anticivated. It micvht have been 
carsed by the cigarette of the witness, Byrne, 
who had been examined 1 the previous day: 
but beyond that no h"" an being covld tell 
how the fire started. The fire started seme- 
where below the w'-dow, and, almost like 
a flash, -presd throuch the "brs. At the back 
of the ‘bus had gathered together 
a party of human beings, panic-stricken, who 
must have lost their heads, and for the space 
of a minute failed to open the emergency 
door, and that was how they were burned 

The grounds of negligence alleged against 
the defendant, so far as he could «ander- 
stand, were two; first of all, that the nian 
Reynolds, who was going to take up duty on 
the next “bus, suddenly lost his head, took 
up a tin of retrol and threw it upon. the fire; 
and, secondly, that people were unable to 
open the emergency door, 


“NOT A DEATH-TRAP.” 


Dealing with the first ground, he said 
that it would be conclusively negatived that 
a tin of petrol was put on the ‘bus. Jt 
would be proved that no tin of petrol was 
put ou the driver’s platform or on the “Lus. 
A spare tin of water was carried on the 'bua; 
but on the question of whether that sparo 
tin of water was on the *bus on this occasion 
or not there was some difference of opinion. 
From a common-sense point of view nothing 
short of the act of a mad man or somebody 
fresh from a lunatic asylum could account 
for a man throwing petrol on a smoldering 
fire... Such an act would imvite absolute 
and certain destruction for oneself. The 
re was that if a man threw petrol 
rom @ tin on a smouldering fire he would 
be blown to pieces-—certainly, he would be 
burned to death—yet there was no sign of 
any scar on Reynolds, the man who it was 
alleged had done-this. 

The fact that the emergency door was 
found intact, said counsel, meant that it 
must have been opened soon after the fire 
was discovered. he upholstery of the door 
was unscorched, and evidence would be pro- 
duced that it was as near perfect as a door 
could be made. ‘The conductor could not 
get near the door, because of the struggling 
mass of human beings around it, and. fell 
fainting and helpless in the ’bus, from 
which, subsequently, he was carried out. 

It would be proved that every night this 
emergency doer was used for the purpose of 
cleaning the ‘bus, and the jury, when they 
had heard the evidence that he would call, 
would, he thought, be satisfied that this 
‘bus was not a death-trap, as it had been 
described. 

Technical evidence having been given 
about the ‘bus, 


DOOR IN ORDER. 

Patrick J. McCarthy, Chief Carriage 
Inspector, was called and stated, in reply to 
Mr, Gayan Duffy, that on the 18th 
December, 1928, the *bus was presented to 
him for licensing, and, on his suggestion. 
certain alterations were made in it, The “bus 
was finally passed and licensed for 1929. 
He tested the emergency door on the 4th 
June and found it in order then. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—Had you any diffi- 
culty in working it on that occasion ?—No, 
my lord. 

Civic Guard Joseph McAdam (464A) said 
that on the Friday before the fire he was on 
the "bus, but not for the purpose of making 
an official inspection, He passed out through 
the emergency door, which he opened with. 
out difficulty. ; 

Cross-examined,. he said that he did 
inspect the apparatus on. the outside of the 
door. 

Jolw Reynolds said that he boarded the 
‘hus before the fire and stood beside the 
driver. Edward Byrne, a passenger, tapped 
him on the shoulder and drew his attention 
to a fire on the left-hand side of the “bua. 
He took it that the fire was in the recess of 
the window, and when he pulled away the 
uvholstey a blaze shot up in his face. He 
stood back from it, and when a man and a 
woman or two women who were then close 
by, moved towards the front door, he virtu- 
ally shoved them though the front door. 
Another woman got out through the front 
door and he went out throuch the front 
door after her and round to the emervency 
door. While he was going round to the 
emergency door people outside the “bus. were 
breaking. the glass on both sides. He found 
that the window of the top portion of the 
emergency door had been bro'en and “a 
woman was lianging through it as far as her 
waist. He’ pulled her through, got up to 
make another attemnt to open the door and 
found another woman hanginz. throuch. it. 
With the assistance of somebody .ontside ha 
pulled her through. He then nut his hand 
on the handle inside, stid it hack, and. the 
emergency door opened, At that time only 
a woman and the conductor were in the “bus, 
and they: were got out.

He said that sometimes there was 
a petrol tin containing water carried on the 
*bus, but on this occasion there was not. If 
there had been a tin of water on the ‘bus 
he would have used it. He explained why he 
opened the emergency door from the inside 
by saying that his hand was near the inside 
handle. é 

Mr. Wood—I put it to you it was because 
it was so de’ective a handle on the outside 
that it would not work?—-No, sir. 


THE DRIVEN'S EVIDENCE. 

Joseph Harvey, driver of the _ ‘bus, 
examined by Mr. Conor Maguire, said - that 
the 'bus was a first-class vehicle. On. the 
day of the accident the conductor swept the 
‘bus in the morning, the sweeping being done 
through the spre gaa door. 

Qvestioned with regard to petrol, he said 
that they’ took it directly into the tank at 
the Dolphin Garage, and no petrol was taken 
in a tin on the “bus. 

In the. course of cross-examination by Mr. 
Ryan, it was put to the driver that a witness 
had stated that, after the petrol had been 

umped in‘> the tank, the man at the garage 

anded him (the driver) a tin. 

The witness said that that was not correct. 
No tin was handed to him. He further said 
that, if there had been no rush, he would 
have put out the fire, He could not say 
what caused the * blaze. 

Cornelius Scarry, who was-employed-at the 
Dolphin Garage, examined by Mr. Martin 
Maguire, said that on the day of the acci- 
dent he supplied petrol to the “bus. - The 
netrol was put directly into the tank ‘of the 
‘bus. He did not hand a tin to the driver. 

In the course of replies to Mr. Wood, he 
said that on one occasion he ag petro! 
in tins, but that was when the “bus was 

oing on a special run to Wexford. 

The further hearing was adjourned unta! to 
day. 


INCOME TAX CLAIM, 

- ->--- 

INJUNCTION AGAINST A 
COLLECTOR. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) | 

Further proceedings took place in an action 
instituted ‘by Michael Kieran, a farmer im 
the Duadalk district, against Thomas Far- 
relly, tax collector, Dundalk, for attempting 
to obtain from him £31 17s. 4d., for which 
he was not legally liable. 

It appeared that in the year 1921 the plain 
tiff purchased and took possession of a farm 
of land. In 1928 he received from the “de- 
fendant a claim for the sum mentioned for 
income tax, under Schedules A and B, alle ted 
to be due for three years to April 5, 1922. 
On March 7, 1929. he was served with a final 
demand, and, acting on the advice of his 
solicitors, he wrote to the Inspector of Taxes 
to the effect that the previous occuniers ol 
the lands were liable to the tax. On that 
representation, the Rovenue authorities in- 
formed him that no further step would be 
taken in the matter. In November last, 
however, further correspondence passed, re- 
sulting in another final demand being served 
upon him, and a threat that on the 10th 
inst. his property would be seized forthwith 
in satisfaction of the demand. On Thursday 
last he applied to the Court and got leave 
to serve notice of motion for an interim in- 
junction restraining the collector from pro- 
ceeding to distrain, pending further proceed- 


ings. 

Mr. Charles 8. Campbell (instructed by 
Messrs. Dickie, Coulter and Hamill), who 
appeared for the plaintiff, now stated that 
he had had the advantage of a conversation 
with Mr. E. J. Kelly, counsel for the Revenue 
authorities, who ‘had met him very fairly, as 
one would expect in the circumstances, and 
had acreed with him that the plaintiff was 
entitled to bring the action and to get the 
relief sought by way of an injunction, and 
the costs of the proceedines. Counsel, ac- 
cordingly, now asked for judgment in the 
terms of the writ, together with costs of the 
action and ‘of the motions in court. Counsel, 
on his part, would consent to- the ‘motion 
being treated as the trial of the action. 

Mr. Keily (instructed by Mr. Collins), for 
the Revenue authorities, intimated his agrec 
ment with the terms stated. 

Mr. Justice Johnston~- granted the in- 
junction sought, the present application to he 
treated as the trial of the action, the plain. 
tiff to be paid his costs of the action and or

Dickie, R.C. (instructed “by .Mr. James

Roughly, there would be £9,000 over when 
it was paid, ‘The sum of £7,628 would have 
to be paid by the Receiver to the Royal 
Bank of Ireland, and the remainder would 
go to the debenture. holders. 

There was on, the premises a considerable 
number of chattels, and it was desirable 
that they should: be sold in the process of 
liquidation. He asked that an order should 
be made :authorising the liquidator to sel) 
the real: and personal property -of the com- 
pany, and to give him the general powers of 
a liquidator. After the disposal of the total 
property there would be no interest in keen- 
ing the concern geing,. and he asked that 
when the money was vaid to the Corporation 
it should’ be paid into Court. .

Mr. H. J. Molony, K.C., who, with Mr. 

Mr. Peter 
Seales), appeared for two debenture holders, 
applied for an adjournment of the dpplica- 
tion, on the ground that thé money in the 
hands of the Corporation was payable to bis 
clierts, and they. did not want money. to be 
paid over “to. the liquidator which they 
wanted themselves. The application before 
the Court, he contended, was unprecedented ; 
and “he did not see how. the costs of the 
liquidator could’ be paid out of money which 
was the property of his‘ clients. What re 
mained after paying the Corporation and the 
bank would be absorbed hy the debentures, 
and the other creditors or shareholders had 
no interest in the matter. — He applied for 
the adjournment in order that one of the 
debenture holders would have an opportunity 
of making an affidavit in connection with the 
case, as both of them were interested in con- 
nection with an administration suit that was 
before the Court, being the personal repro 
tatives of a deceased man. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he did not 
think that he could dispose of this matter 
until all the assets were sold, and would 
allow. the debenture holders to file affidavits. 

The further hearing of the «pplication. was 
adjourned until Monday. :

The hearing was resumed of the appeal by 
the plaintiff‘an the case of William ‘Toppin, 
cattle dealer, farmer and. auctioneer, - oÍ 
Fethard, Co. Tipperary, against, Mrs. 
Frances Slattery, widow, and personal repre- 
sentative of the late Laurence Slattery, 
cattle dealer, farmer, and live stock exporter, 
of Mary street, Waterford, from an order of 
Mr. Justice Meredith, rejecting the plain- 
tiff’s claim in the action, which was for a 
declaration—(1) That a partnership existed 
between the . plaintiff. and ‘the deceased, 
Laurence Slattery; (2) that the cash account 
between. them was not settled, ‘as alleged. 
by payment of £764 on Septemver bth, 1.20, 
and (3) that the plaintiff was entitled to 
an account of all transactions dealing with 
the buying and selling of cattle. between 
August Ist, 1913,-and the date of the death 
of Laurence Slattery in October, .1920. 

In his decision in favour of the defendant, 
based on agency.and not partnership, the 
trial judge made an order, declaring (1) that 
no partnership existed between the plaintiff 
and the deceased, Laurence Slattery; (2) 
that the cash account between Laurence 
Slattery and the plaintiff was settled by pay- 
ment of £764°on Septemher 2nd, 1920; and 
(5) that said payment was not a payment 
for an individual contract; but was in full 
settlement of all cash transactions between 
them. 

The plaintiff and appellant now sorght to 
have these declarations set aside and an 
order made in favour of his claim in the 
action.

She gave 
statistics showing the advancement as re- 
gards. employment and decreased, taxation 
which had resulted as the outcome of pro- 
hibition in: Ameriea, and appealed to her 
hearers to intródúce new friends. into. the 
Christian Temperance .Union, and therehy 
help in ‘delivering the people, from the curse 
of alcoholism, which resulted in slavery and 
bondage. 

On the mot‘on of Mrs. Blizabeth M. White, 
President of the Union, the following resolu- 
tion was passed unanimously :— 

“ That we, believing that the employment 
of women and girls in the sale of alcoholic 
quor tends to react iniuriovsly on the'r 
health arid morals, and that it leads to a 
greater consumption of drink than would 
otherwise be the case, beg the Government 
to introduce legislation that will entirely pre- 
vent the future engagement of women and 
girls for this purpose, and so help to safe- 
guard the rising generation, 

“ We also beg to draw their attention to 
the anomaly existin~ in the matter of the 
alteration of hours for. sale: of drink on 
Sundays during summer time. Unless all the 
seven-day licencees:in a district apply for the 
alteration it results in drink being obtainab'e 
for an extra hóur, which is. ahsolutely 
opposed to the spirit’ ofthe. Act.”

TRISH FISHING INDUSTRY. 


The report on the fishing for the year 1929, 
as published in the current issue of the /rish 


. Trade Forvrnal, states that disappointment 


was experienced: by all concerned in the fish- 
ing industry, but especially by inshore fisher- 
men, who relied mainly on the visits of the 
herring and mackerel. The herring catch 
showed a drop of 50 per cent. on the previous 
year. There was a slight improvement in the 
mackerel take. Salmon and trout yielded a 
disappointing return.

pared with £377,525 in the previous year,

QUESTION OF SPEED. 


It had been suggested by Earl. Howe, a 
noted motorist, that there should be a speed 
limit of 40 miles an hour, but it was a

At the meeting of the WICKLOW County 
Council Mr. D. H. Harkins preposed, and 
Mr. J. Everett, T.D., seconded, a resolution 
protesting against the agreement alleged to 
have been drawn up recently between the 
coal-owners in Great Britain and the coal 
importers in Ireland, Mr. Everett said that 
the Minister had given them an assurance 
that if the ring was being formed, and if the 
coal merchants were prevented from getting 
coal supplies, he would not hesitate to bring 
in legislation, if already he had not got the 
power to deal with the matter. The Chair- 
man (Mr. C. M. Byrne) thought that it was 
a very proper resolution to bring forward, 
and the Labour Party in the Dail deserved 
the thanks of the meeting for raising the 
matter.

was a minority who were not good friends 
either to other drivers or pedestrians. The 
bill, therefore, aimed at encouraging good 
conduct on the road and at penalising those 
who refused to behave reasonably. 

One thing he wished to say was that the 
King’s highway was no place for speed trials, 
and they were definitely prohibited in the 
bill. As to pillion-riding, the bill enacted 
that the position must iv” astride, and to 
Miss 1930 that would not present any grave 
problem. In regard to the licensing of 
vehicles, he insisted that there must be a 
national policy of road transport. There 
were at present 1,298 licensing authorities. 
That was an impossible state of affairs, and 
must be cleared up. 

Colonel Wilfred Ashley, who was Minister 
of Transport in the late Government, 
said that the bill as it stood was non-con- 
tentious, but if the equivalent of Part V. re- 
lating to municipalities was to be introduced, 
party differences would enter the arena. 
Apart from this, he wished Mr. Morrison all 
sorts of good luck and the bill a safe passage. 
(Cheers. ) 

Mr. R. J. Russell, speaking as a motorist 
and as a magistrate, welcomed the abolition 
of “that humbug,”’ the speed-limit. It was 
carelessness, and not necessarily speed, which 
contributed to so many accidents. 

Mr. Hall Caine, a Labour member, doubted 
the wisdom of the doing away with the 
speed limit, as we were the worst drivers 
of motor vehicles in the world.

The policy of the new centre will be based 
on the results obtained at Wakefield, but 
its activities will be on a larger scale. 
If the experiment is successful, similar 
training centres will be founded in other 
parts of England, and a determined 
attempt will be made to lessen crime by 
the application of sociological principles. 
In one respect the new establishments 
will differ from ordinary prisons. 
Criminals will not be sent to them directly 
by order of the courts, but will graduate, 
as it were, from the prison to the training 
centre. By this method the principle of 
the industrial scheme is advanced, Age- 
limits are imposed, on the ground that 
men in the middle twenties are old enough 
to be tainted with crime, but not so old 
as to be beyond hope if they receive the 
correct treatment. The idea is admirable,

A White Paper was issued to-day giving 
some supplementary estimates, including 
grants for the Irish Free State and 
Northern Ireland. 

A sum of £252,100 is required for 
certain ex gratia grants and for expendi- 
ture in connection with ex-Service men in 
the Irish Free State, and for a grant-in- 
aid to the Irish Free State in respect of 
compensation to transferred officers. 

The sum of £247,500 is marked for the 
grants in certain cases on the recom- 
mendation of the [Irish Grants Committee, 
and £4,600 for the officers, to enable addi- 
tional compensation to be paid in pur- 
suance of the Irish Free State (Confirma- 
tion of Agreement) Act, 1929, to certain 
officers transferred to the service of the 
[rish Free State, who have been dis- 
charged or who have retired in conse- 
quence of the change of Government. 


R.1.C. PENSIONS. 

Provision is made for a further sum of 
£5,000 to defray the expenses of pensions, 
compensation allowances and gratuities 
awarded to retired and disbanded mem- 
bers and staff of the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary, and to widows and children of 
such members, including annuities; to 
the National Debt Commissioners in re- 
spect of commutation of compensation 
allowances and certain extra-statutory 
payments. 

Further provision is required in con- 
sequence of the relief to the original vote 
arising from<deaths of pensioners being 
less than anticipated. : 

£8,000 is required for Northern Ireland 
to meet further expenditure on additional 
allowances, gratuities to established 
officers and compassionate gratuities, 
awarded under the Government of Ireland 
Act, 1920, by the Civil Service Committee.

EMPIRE TRADE 
POLICY. 


PROPOSED IMPERIAL 
CONFERENCE. 


REPORT OF FEDERATION 
OF INDUSTRIES. 


>. 
- 


The Federation of British Industries 
has issued a comprehensive report on 
British economic policy with regard t- 
the Dominions, which has been drawn up 
for submission to the British Preparatory 
Committee to the Imperial Conference. 

The report recommends that the next 
Imperial Conference shall be asked to 
consider the setting up of an Imperial 
Trade Conference of an _ investigatory, 
advisory and non-political nature, and 
that it shall consist of persons nomi- 
nated by each Government, but acting in 
their personal capacity, and 
composed as follows :— 

One or more chief Government officials 
concerned with economic and trade Ques- 
tions, representatives of industry, both 
employers and employed; representatives 
of commerce, finance, shipping, and 
agriculture. 

It is suggested that thegscope of the 
Conference should be to examine inter- 
imperial trade, with a view to laying 
down a sound basis for an Imperial 
economic policy. An effort should be 
made to ascertain the views of the 
Dominions as to what further advantages 
they are prepared. to grant to British 
trade, and upon what terms. 

The Federation suggests that there 
should be an imperial economic seere- 
tariat, formed of men with economic and 
administrative experience, drawn from 
all parts of the Empire, to act as a per- 
manent secretariat for the Imperial 
Conferences. 


LACK OF UNANIMITY. 

Dealing with future economic. policy, 
the. report. states that ‘‘there is no 
unanimity as to what action is possible 
further to exploit inter-imperial trade. 
One school of thought advocated doing 
nothing, and leaving the problem to be 
solved by the ordinary operation of 
economic laws. 

‘Another school considers that our pre- 
serit difficulties might be solved by the 
institution of a system of Free Trade 
within the Empire, with tariff wall 
outside. Even if this may be an ideal 
which many may believe is capable 
ultimately of realisation, it cannot for 
many years to come be more than a vision 
to which, perhaps, various more 
practicable steps may. gradually lead. 

“The Federation does not advocate a 
policy of Free Trade within the Empire as 
a concrete and practical proposition to be 
ventilated at the Economic Conference. 
not because its members are out of 
sympathy with the ideal, but because “he 
necessities of the immediate future 
should, in their view, be met by more 
practical proposals.’’ i

BERLIN, Tuesday. 

A large force of police this morning 
occupied “ Karl Liebknecht’’ House, 
which is the headquarters of the Com- 
munist Party and of the Communist news 
paper, Ded Flag. 

The raid carried out by several 
hundred policemen. All the streets in the 
neighbourhood were cut off and the tele- 
phones were disconnected, 

The inhabitants of the house were taken 
completely by surprise, and had no time 
to destroy a number of incriminating 
documents, although they attempted to 
do so. The search was very thorough, 
and lasted several hours. 

Two niotor lorries full of documents 
were carried away. The documents seized 
are said to include plans for a future 
Communist campaign on a great scale, as 
well as abundant propagandist material of 
a dangerous character. 

While the house was being searched 
several hundred unemployed workers 
attempted to break through the cordon of 
the police, and indulged in hostile demon- 
The officers had to make free 
use of their batons in order to disperse 
the mob. and several arrests were made. 

It is reported that it was established 
that. the leaflets inciting the police to 
mutiny, in connection with which the raid 
was undertaken, were primted in the print- 
‘ing works of the Red Flag. 

The police action was taken by order 
of the Supreme Court of Leipzig, which 
regarded the leaflets as incitement to high 
treason.

FRENCH, CABINET

M. POINCARE VISITS 
THE ELYSEE.

President Doumergue spent the after- 
noon receiving leading politicians in con- 
sultation with a view to a solution of the 
Cabinet crisis, but the visitor to the 
Elysée whose going and coming was 
watched with the greatest interest was 
M. Poincaré. The ex-Premier drove up 
in his car about five o'clock, and re- 
mained closeted with the President tor 
half-an-hour. On leaving he declined to 
make any statement. 

As M. Poincaré’s name is put forward 
in some quarters as a possible successor 
to M. Tardieu, it is of interest to read 
in the Intransigeant that, according to 
his intimate friends, M. Poinearé, though 
in remarkably good health, is not yet 
strong enongh to return to active political 
life, at least for a few months. However,

THE NAVAL CONFERENCE.

A dispute between husband and wife as .to 
the religion of their children resulted in 
summonses in the Mountrath District Court 
to-day, before Justice Meagher. The com- 
plainant was.Mrs, Catherine Adderley, and 
the defendants her husband, Mr. William 
Adderley, against whom there were two 
charges, and the Rev. R. E. Weir, M.A., 
Rector of Mountrath. 

Mr. J. Byrne, solicitor, appeared for Mrs. 
Adderley ; r. Carter, solicitor, for Mr. 
William Adderley, and Mr. Hector Hughes, 
K.C. (instructed by Messrs. Fetherstonhaugh 
and Carter, solicitors) for the Rev. R. E. 
Weir. 

Mrs. Adderley, giving evidence, said that 
she and her husband were married in Castle- 
town in 1920. She was a Catholic and he 
a Peotestant. Her children had practised 
the Catholic religion until this dispute arose. 
Her eldest daughter, Kathleen, had received 
her first Holy Communion, and things went 
very well until about twelve months ago, 
when her husband wanted the children to go 
to the Protessant. church, and witness ob- 
jected. On January 26 last, when he insisted 
On sending the children to the church and 
she objected, he struck her on the face. On 
February 2 he came looking for the children. 
When she told him that they were in the 


convert school he struck her in the face with 


his fist. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Carter, witness 
denied that on January 20, when the Bishop 
of Ossory was in Mountrath, she said to her 
husband that his Bishop would do something 
for him. 


COMPLAINED TO GUARDS. 


She complained to the Guards about the 
assault. She did not complain to the. Rev. 
Mr. Weir that her husband was drinking. 
She could get on with her husband only for 
the Rev. Mr. Weir interfering. On Feb- 
ruary 2 when she was going to Mass he 
told her not to send the children to Mass, 
but to send them to church.

DEFENDANT EXAMINED. 


William Adderley, defendant, said that 
on the evening of January 26th the Bishop 
of Ossory was in Mountrath.

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mittee on: Capital Punishmen® in London 
yesterday by Dr. Methven, Governor of Maid- 
stone Prison, who expressed the opinion that 
some modification of the law as regards 
capital punishment ‘‘is indicated,’’ but did 
not think that the death penalty should be 
abolished altogether.

““Í can conceive no alternative to capital 
punishment for murder of the first degree. 

‘‘ Marder of the first degree is not a 
erime common among women,” he added, 
“TIT do not think any harm would be done 
by abolishing capital punishment for women.”

OPINIONS,

At yesterday’s sitting.of the Commission on 
the De-rating of Agricultural Land in the 
Free State, held‘in the Department of Agri- 
culture, Upper Merrion street, Dublin, evi- 
dence was given on behalf of the Association 
of Municipal Authorities. Judge Davitt 
(Chairman) presided. 

THE ASSOCIATION’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. T. F. McGahan, who répresented the 
Association, said that his body had con- 
sulted the~Urban Councils and Boards of 
Town .Commissioners with a view to getting 
considered opinions on the subject of de- 
rating. A number of the Councils replied 
that they had no objection to the de-rating 
proposed provided that, as a consequence, 
there shouldbe (1) no increased’ demand on 
the urban .ratepavers (other than owners of 
factories, etc.) ; (2) no additional taxation. on 
the necessaries of life,. which, would fall 
air on those ‘who would not as on those 
who would’ benefit by limited de-rating. It 
was urged that urban districts should equally 
with the rural areas be relieved of all 
charges for the relief. of the poor, including 
hospitals and‘ dispensary service, etc., these 
being at present a county-at-large charge, 
equally borne by urban and rural ratepayers. 

The Urban Council of Macroom, however, 
had forwarded a resolution stating that the 
Council viewed with alarm the proposed de- 
rating scheme-because of the additional taxa- 
tion which it must inevitably cast’ upon the 
shoulders of. those ‘least: able to bear ‘it— 
the population of urban towns and cities— 
and adding that any attempt to de-rate at 
the expense of the ratepayers of urban areas 
would be a gross injustice, and would render 
the hardships: in the towns still more acute. 
Several-Councils had emphasised the neces- 
sity for confining the de-rating of land to 
such land as was used for tillage. Several 
also commended as a possible alternative 
to  dé-rating,~ the taking over of the 
maintenance. of - all: mamervoads,, mental 
hospitals, industrial: schools and harbours as 
a national charge. The Midleton Urban 
Council added the suggestion that the agri- 
cultural grant should be doubled. 


SUMMARISED CONCLUSIONS. 

Mr. McGahon said the following sum- 
marised the conclusions. forwarded to. the 
Association :— 

(1)—That , while ‘present local rates were 
no more than were necessary to maintain 
in an efficient ‘manner the public services 
administered’ by local authorities, the burden 
on agriculture and: industry was too great. 

(2)—Partial or complete relief from . rates 
should to a considerable extent improve the 
position of industrial ‘concerns and of tillage 
farming, and to that extent should have a 
beneficial’ effect on employment. and on the 
cost of.living.. The relief should be confined; 
as regards lands, .to .tilldge ‘or dairy: farms, 
which alone could ‘be regarded as. affording 
any considerable employment. © While like 
results should be looked for from the ‘trans- 
ference of the cost-of particular services to 
the State, the transference of the administra- 
tion of these. services from the elécted bodies 
ta which it is .at-.present-entrusted would 
not be approved by any of the bodies repre- 
sented by the Association. 

(5)—It did not appear necessary to make 
any sweeping changes in local ‘administration 
for the purpose of securing protection to 
State .funds. against possible extravagant 
demands of local bodies; in view of the 
control of expenditure by Government depart- 
ments and the inquisitions of Government 
auditors. 

(4)—Attention was. directed to the inequity 
of the present system of withholding grants 
due to Urban Councils because of arrears of 
land purchase annuities. It was also noted 
that. the contributions to. sanitary Services, 
being based on costs and conditions obtain- 
ing prior to 1898, were at present very 
inadequate, and should be reviewed, so as to 
cover at least half the present cost of the 
services. 

THE BURDEN OF RATES. 

To Mr. Leyden, the witness said that he 
did not think that. rates had risen generally 
in the last few years. 

‘If. you were told that. the~burden of-rates 
on the average farmer was from three to 
three and a half ‘per cent. of the net annual 
expenditure,. would vou regard it a ‘very 
serious item ’?—It might be, 

Asked if’: the relief given to the farmer 
by de-rating would result, in increased ' pro- 
duction, he said that if tillage. land only 
were relieved from rating there would be 
an incentive to the. farmer to till his land.

McGahon said that he could see. no. justifica- 
tion for, taxing ‘industry to: provide the 
money for de-rating, but he was unable to 
say how the money ‘was to be secured, There 
was a possible - solution. in the scheme for- 
warded . by. Mr.» Frame from’: the: General 
Council of Cotnty Councils, and he did not 
think that mótor -car -nsers -would .object, to 
the’ 4d. duty .on~ petrol “suggested, provided 
that it was aécompanied by a big scheme of 
concrete roads in the country. . He thought, 
however, that,.the advocates of the scheme 
were somewhat ‘foo. sanguine .as to the 
amount .to be raised by such a.duty.
